“We target our trans- 
portation investments in

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The slippery slope of addiction

WILMINGTON - Mary Giroux 
is well-versed in what it means 
to be addicted. She knows about 
street drugs and their compo- 
nents. She knows about pharma- 
ceutical. companies and how 
drugs normally administered for 
serious issues such as bone can- 


- cer have ended up on the street, 


and how the expense to keep up 
the addiction to those drugs can 
lead to a cheaper and often fatal 
alternative: Heroin. Over time, 
the risks have become greater. 
According to the Bureau of 
Substance Abuse Services at the 
Department of Public Health 


(DPH) 478 residents of 
Tewksbury and 283 residents of 


Wilmington were admitted to the’ 


hospital for substance abuse 
with half of them indicating they 
had used heroin in the past year. 

Neurosurgeons Dr. Anand 
Veeravagu and Dr. Robert M. 
Lober wrote an article for The 
Daily Beast earlier this year and 
noted, “Each year, as many as 22 
percent of users will suffer a 
near miss, where you fall asleep 
and don’t wake up. It is so com- 
mon that, for every fatal over- 
dose, there are an estimated 25 
to 50 near misses.” 

“Mary Giroux’s words: “DO 
NOT TRY IT ONCE” resonate as 
more statistics come forth. “I 
don’t think these kids realize

There’s no turning back.” 

There was no turning back for 
Mary’s son, Joshua, who died on 
October 24, 2013. Mary received 
a call from Joshua’s father, 
telling her that he found Joshua 
unresponsive.

Joshua was 
gone. 

In the blink of an eye, in a deci- 
sion based on the physical and 
emotional pain of addiction, 
another life was snuffed out. 
Joshua was 24 years old. He was 
smart, hilariously funny, loving, 
and much loved. As Mary point- 
ed out, Joshua had his faults, but 
the stigma around addiction

've often ‘wondered about 

the people who get into car 

accidents on the highway 
during rush hour commutes. 
They tie up traffic while stand- 
ing helplessly beside their 
immobile vehicles. You see them stranded in the middle lane 
while other commuters try in vain to circumvent the situa- 
tion. These lost souls are just like you and me. wean last 
week, I became one of them. 

I don't usually travel in the travel lane when I drive. Vin a 
slow lane kind.of guy, or middle lane at best if I feel daring. 
For some reason on the morning of my accident, I decided 
the third lane was a better option. I was traveling south on 
Interstate 93 in heavy traffic heading into Boston at 8:30 in 
the morning. My radio ‘was not very entertaining, so I 
popped in my favorite Blondie CD to listen to some tunes to 
distract me from the relentless boredom of my morning 
commute. 

Somewhere before the Sullivan Square exit, something in 
my rearview mirror caught my eye: A driver in a BMW 
swerved out of the far left fast lane, apparently to avoid the 
carpool lane and the possibility of a steep traffic ticket. The 
car came up behind me so fast - one moment there was 
nothing in my rear view mirror, and the next moment a 
speeding car was dangerously close to my back bumper. In 
an instant, I heard a loud BAM as the car behind me was 
struck by the vehicle behind him. The impact pushed the 
BMW into the back of my car. The second loud BAM I heard 
was his car smashing into my rear bumper. 

I had my seatbelt on but I was still jostled forward. I 
stopped my car and prayed there would be no more BAMS 
as I sat stunned by the impact. The drivers of the two vehi- 
cles behind me and I exited our vehicles to assess the dam- 
age. Luckily no one was injured, although the two vehicles 
behind mine were significantly damaged. 

Being somewhat intelligent, I said to the driver who hit my 
car, “I think we’re supposed to pull over to the side of the 
road.” The driver said he wasn’t comfortable moving his car 
across three lanes of rush hour traffic.

Perturbed at being snubbed, I returned to niy: éar 
to gather my license and registration. I guess this wasn't the 
place or time to get to know your neighbor. 

The police arrived promptly and guided the three vehicles 
to the breakdown lane. The officer collected our licenses and 
registrations. He returned to my car window several min- 
utes later with copies of the police report and the informa- 
tion of the other drivers involved. I was rattled and shaken, 
but happy my Dodge Nitro saved my life. My SUV sustained 
no damage, a testament to good old fashioned American 
automobile design. 

The BMW that rear ended my auto wasn't so lucky.: ‘The 
car had over $1,000 worth of damage which meant even 
though I wasn't filing a claim for damages, I still had’te fill 
out an accident report in triplicate and mail it to the:police, 
the DMV and my insurance company. This accident turned 
into a real pain in the neck (literally). I continued-gn my 
merry way to work, but I left the office early after the 
adrenaline wore off and the realization of what happened 
started to sink in. 

This accident made me wonder if outside forces exist that 
put us in the wrong place at the wrong time. Is it fate, or 
grand design? That particular morning, I would have been 
on the road sooner, but I spent an extra ten minutes. trying 
to find a certain necktie I wanted to wear. If I had chosen a 
different outfit and left the house ten minutes earlier, would 
I still have been involved in a three car pile-up, or was I des- 
tined for something far worse that was averted by’ my 
search for the perfect accessory. Does a higher power exist 
that sends us in and out of harms way? Are we always’ one 
step away from dangerous situations depending on! the 
alignment of the stars? 

Ironically, on my way home, Debbie Harry's voice shite 
through my car stereo speakers as she sang, “...aceidents 
never happen in a perfect world...”. I guess this world ain’t 
so perfect after all. i

"Addiction is not a selec- 
tive epidemic. It is real, 
and it’s happening every- 
where. Parents, kids, and 


the community at large, 
need to be on red alert. As 
more and more statistics 
come forth, it becomes 
clear that newspapers are 
filled with obituaries for 
really good young people, 
like Joshua, for whom 
funerals have been 
planned instead of college, 
weddings, children, 
futures. 

While Wilmington has not 
been in the forefront, as 
there has been only one 
death due to heroin use 
since Joshua’s death in 
2013, there is a problem 
regionally according to 
Wilmington Police Lt. 
Brian Pupa. “We [the 
department] are working 
hard to try to provide 
assistance whenever possi- 
ble for opiate addicted 
individuals.” 

Lt. Pupa said the depart- 
ment works with the 
Southern Middlesex 
Regional Drug Task Force, 
as well as with State Police 
and the Middlesex 
Sheriff's Department to 
ensure drugs and drug 
dealers do not permeate 
Wilmington and surround- 
ing communities. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC) reports in their 
Morbidity and Mortality 
Weekly Report (MMWR) 
dated October 3, 2014 that

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The slippery slope of addiction 


from 28 states, encompass- 
ing 56% of the U.S. popula- 
tion, indicate an increas- 
ing problem with fatal 


overdoses from _ heroin 
from 2010 to 2012.” 
Mary told the Crier, 


“There are 17 year olds in 
this town who are shooting 
heroin. There are only two 
roads for you. It’s jail or 
death. It’s a decision you 
can’t take back. It’s final.” 
As Mary stated in her let- 
ter to Joshua entitled ‘It’s 
Been a Year’, “Death is 
NOT a Solution to addic- 
tion. Neither is Jail. Jails 
are not treatment centers. 
Yet, jails are full of 
addicts. We as a society 
have to do better. Addicts 
are not disposable. They 
matter. They are human 
beings. They deserve a 
future. We need to fix this. 
We can’t just turn our 


backs and let people die. It 
isn’t right. We as a society 
need to stop ignoring this 
and thinking it will happen 
to someone else.” 

Denial is not helping the 
problem. Often parents 
turn a blind eye thinking 
their child would never 
partake, but all are vulner- 
able. Awareness must be 
raised. As Mary pointed 
out, “A lot of kids, you can 
see them drifting.” She 
told the Crier of Joshua, 
“Every wrong thing he did 
was fueled by his addic- 
tion.” 

On Friday, October 31st 
The Knight of Columbus in 
Wilmington will host a 
fundraiser in Joshua’s 
name in support of the 
organization that gave 
Mary and Joshua their 
lives back, as mother and 
son, the Phoenix House. 


When all seemed to be lost, 
Mary fought hard to make 
her voice heard for her 
son. Phoenix House, a non- 
profit organization, strives 
to help addicts recover, to 
regain their lives, and they 
did that for Joshua, if only 
for a short time. 

After six detoxifications 
and a day program in 
Boston, where Joshua took 
the train every day to get 
help, Phoenix House in 
Springfield, MA was the 
place where Joshua had 
the most success. After 
Joshua’s death, staff from 
the Phoenix House drove 
all the way from 


Springfield to hand Mary 
Joshua’s 6 month chip, a 
reminder of his strength 
and hard work. 

Joshua tried hard to kick 
the addiction. He made the 
effort to save his own life,

but he could not fight 
against what had taken 
over his body. “This isn’t a 
kid who didn’t try to get 
clean. He tried to detox. 
He didn’t want to be 
addicted either.” 

This is the ‘one more 
time’ that more and more 
of our community and oth- 
ers. that children are 
falling prey to, when if 
becomes ‘the last time.’ 
Joshua talked to his girl- 
friend, opened up his lap- 
top to watch a movie and 
never woke up. The hope is 
that by building aware- 
ness, we can wake up for 
our children, for all of the 
community, and for Joshua 
Giroux and other wonder- 
ful kids who, as Josh’s 
mother pointed out so 
poignantly, “are not dis- 
posable.”

While this is encouraging, there is 
still a requirement for the state to 
look at bids.

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cation they need. I find no 
problems with those who 
take another tack, but it’s a 
bad system.” 

Sears told the panel “I 
think we’ve got it as right as 
we can do with MCAS. Now 
with the Common Core cur- 
riculum, the philosophical 
aspect is local control. 
Massachusetts and 
Tewksbury standards are 
fine and we need to move 
away from cookie cutter 
programs.” 

When the discussion 
turned to a new high-pres- 
sure transmission pipeline 
proposed to run through 
Tewksbury and Wilmington 
to mitigate the rising price 
of natural gas and the prob- 
lems caused by last year’s 
polar vortex, Sears said, 
“Any pipeline should cause 
as little disruption as possi- 
ble, but we do need heat and 
we do need power. We have 
a need.” Miceli agreed say- 
ing, “We do need the energy, 
obviously. We need to settle 
on a route that is compati- 
ble for everyone.” 

The debate became heated 
when the candidates were 
asked if legislators should 
continue to receive pen- 
sions, given the state’s 
budget problems. Miceli 
stated, “I would give away 
my pension tomorrow,” but 
added, “We’re fine tuning it, 
but the bottom line is no.” 

Sears disagreed, stating 
that legislators “should not 


be getting a pension.” At 
that point, Miceli asked 
Sears, without the benefit of 
a microphone, “Are you get- 
ting a state pension from a 
job you got fired from?” The 
moderator offered Sears an 
opportunity to respond, but 
he declined. 

When asked about the 
issue of the underfunded 
state mental health budget, 
Miceli cited his work for 
Tewksbury Hospital, saying, 
“I am the biggest support- 
er.” Sears who served 12 
years on the board of 
trustees, said that the hospi- 
tal was “second to none” 
however qualified that tax- 
payers should not just be 
supporting state facilities 
only, and that people can be 
taken care of in their 
homes.” ; 

Each candidate felt that 
they could work with a gov- 
ernor from an opposing 
party. 

“There are people who 
cause problems and there 
are people who want to fix 
them,” said Sears, adding 
that he supports Charlie 
Baker. Miceli said, “I have 
worked with Charlie Baker 
and the Attorney General. I 
think I can hit the ground 
running, and I have never, 
ever compromised my prin- 
ciples.”

things doctors see in the ER, but you can easily avoid a scary 
visit to the hospital with a few of these safety tips. 


Use street smarts 


* Be visible to motorists - from all angles. Use reflec- 
tive tape on the front and back of costumes and trick-or-treat 
bags. Use glow sticks. Adults need to be visible too, so make 
sure. to bring a flashlight with fresh batteries. 

“Avoid jaywalking. Pedestrians are at risk between inter- 

sections. Especially after dark. Use sidewalks or cross at 
corners whenever possible. Don’t assume you have the right 
of way when crossing the street. 
: Drivers, pay attention. Remember this Halloween to 
slow down - in particular, at intersections and when backing 
out of driveways. Excited children tend to dart out in front 
of or behind cars. Lessen distractions and put down the cell- 
phone. 


Costumes 


~The American Academy of Pediatrics recommends non- 
toxic makeup and costumed hats as a safer alternative to 
masks which can obstruct vision.. A mask may seem very 
important to a younger child; remind him or her it is more 
important to see clearly and avoid falls. 

- Costumes should fit properly without loose or trailing pieces 
that could snag on sharp decorations and cause a child to trip 
and-fall. Accessories such as swords should be constructed 
of foam or soft material. Make sure shoes fit well and laces 
are tied. 

* ‘The Bureau of Family Health and Nutrition, Mass Public 

Health Blog recommends that parents purchase costumes 
and “accessories labeled flame retardant, which means it is 
chemically treated to resist catching fire. 
. Make sure to check the weather before heading out. You 
may need to pack rain coats, scarves and most importantly - 
mittens - as little hands get cold when temperatures drop. If 
yopr children balk at the idea of wearing a coat over their 
costumes, thermal tops and underwear are a good alterna- 
tive. 


Decoration: No trips, just treats please. 
_ If you’re receiving trick-or-treaters this year, make sure to 
clean up walkways and keep them well lit.

Many times adversity or in 
this case a sports injury, can 
turn into a life-changing 
ordeal. And that's just what 
happened to Wilmington res- 
ident Megan Stone. 

Five years ago she hurt her 
knee playing hockey which 
ultimately ended her sports 
career both on the ice and 
- on the soccer field. 

» Two years after that hap- 
pened, she wanted a job and 
instead of going to Market 
Basket, she elected to join 
her younger sister and 
becoming a youth soccer 
official. Since that decision 
was*made, Stone has made 
quite the impact not only 
within the town, but in the 
State. 

“In fact this past week she 
was-named the US Youth

Year

in-Leominster, but until then 
the- 18-year-old senior stu- 
dént: at Austin Prep High 
School, can enjoy this 
incredible accomplishment. 
-“Thursday night I was 
doing my French homework 
andi got an email saying I 
was named the 
Massachusetts Youth 
Referee of the Year and I 
thought it was a joke,” she 
said. “It was very exciting. I 
- had -never- imagined- that “I 
would be nominated for it, 
let alone win it. 

- “I have only been doing it 
for three years and didn't 
think I stood out. To be hon- 
est; I was satisfied with not 
standing out. I like what I do 
and I don't do it for recogni- 
tion or money.” 

In order to be nominated 
for the award, one must 
meet certain requirements 
and criteria, including being 
a’ Certified Federation 
Referee for at least two 
years, and not turning 19 
before August ist. In addi- 
tion, each nominee had to 
excel in three areas: 
Personal Development, 
Promoting the Game and 
Involvement in the 
Community. 

Wilmington Youth Soccer 
Board Member Tom 
Genthner was the one who 
nominated Stone and 
explained how she met all of 
those standards. 

“Ehrough. her involvement 


in soccer Megan has grown 
to become a very confident 


- person, player and referee,” 


he said in his letter of rec- 
ommendation. “Soccer has 
helped build her strong 
character and it has helped 
her overcome challenges 
from vocal, unruly specta- 
tors and coaches to referee- 
ing as many as six games 
one hot summer day during 


a tournament at the 
Massachusetts’ Youth © 
Soccer complex in 


Lancaster this past summer. 

“Megan strives to uphold 
the highest ethical and 
moral standards as a per- 
son, player, referee and 
coach. She is a great exam- 
ple to the U12 Girls team she 
helps coach and her fellow 
youth referees. She works 
hard to learn more about the 
game and becoming a better 
referee. 

“The relationships she has 


. built. with peers, referee 


coordinators and assignors 
have helped drive her deep 
knowledge of refereeing, 
especially for someone so 
young. She solicits and 
accepts constructive feed- 
back and accepts any refer- 
eeing challenge including 
officiating many games in 
one day, helping mentor less 
experienced referees, and 
accepting every assignment 
with enthusiasm. 

“She has often volunteered 
to ref more games if needed 
even when she already had a 
heavy load of games that 
day.” ~~ 

Besides: her integrity aay 
work ethic as a youth offi- 
cial, Stone excels outside of 
soccer as well. For the past 
five years she has served as 
a volunteer with the 
Wilmington Recreation 
Department's Tiny Tots pro- 
gram, including 44 hours 
over the six-week program 
this past year. She also vol- 
unteers as a CCD Teacher on 
Sunday nights, and works 
with her mother's company, 
mostly filing documents. 

Genthner went on _ to 
explain that “Megan also 
participates in a team build- 
ing program called 
Destination Imagination 
where each team is given a 
challenge and they complete 


- the challenge through team- 


work and structure building. 
In 2011, her team tackled the 
Community Outreach chal- 
lenge in which they created 
‘Kits for a Cause’, where 
they created emergency kits 
for the elderly within

Wilmington. The team won 
first place at their state 
tournament and went on to 
participate in the global 
tournament in Tennessee.” 

But it's on the soccer field 
where she feels the most 
comfortable. 

“Since becoming an offi- 
cial, I have grown to love 
what I do,” said Stone, who 
is the oldest of three daugh- 
ters to Jeff and Maureen 
Griffin-Stone with sisters 
Jamie 15 and Katie 11. “I 
don't see it as a job any- 
more, but something I really 
enjoy. I am anxious all week, 
waiting for Saturday. I like 
everything about refereeing. 
I like the new people I meet. 
I have made friends with all 
of the people I have worked 
with and several of them I 
see outside of work. 

“The thing I like most 
about it though is probably 
not knowing what I am 
going to do until I get out 
there. I have learned not to 
classify a game an easy or 
boring game until after it's 
done and reported. Even the 
lower age groups and divi- 
sions have proven to be chal- 
lenging. Those are my 
favorite games because 
those games are exciting 
and stimulating. 

“I also enjoy the fast-paced 
games and the games where 
I have been on my toes, 
because I am in charge and 
I can't lose control.” 


Stone has officiated all lev- 
els of youth soccer, including 
Under 19 Boys Games. She 
said it doesn't matter, the 
age, gender of games or 
whether it's one game on a 
Saturday or doing a handful 
all day long, she is full of 
pride and joy everytime she 
puts on the yellow jersey and 
grabs her whistle. 

“Words can't describe how 
much pride I feel when I put 
my yellow shirt on at the 
field,” she said. “I am part 
of a different team now. I 
was part of the team that, as 
a player, I was taught to hate 


but now, I can't imagine ~ 


myself doing anything else. I 
could never quit (and stop 
officiating). I don't need an 
award to remind me what 
this means to me. It has 
taught me so much and I 
really can't imagine how dif- 
ferent my life would be with- 
out it and all of the people I 
have met. 

“The soccer field is no 
longer a place I dread going 
to, but one I can't wait to be 
at. Somebody once asked me 
how far I was planning . on 
taking refereeing and I said 
as far as it will take me and 
then a little bit further 
because I don't give up easi- 
ly.” 

Genthner added that peo- 
ple and officials like Stone 
are few and far between.

MELROSE - After looking 
nearly . unstoppable on 
offense in the early part of 
the- season, the Wilmington 
High Football team has 
found themselves stuck in 
neutral the past two weeks, 
unable to get their vaunted 
running game going against 
some of the better teams in 
the Middlesex League 
Freedom Division. 

Two weeks ago it was 
Wakefield. who stifled the 
Wildcats en route to a 21-0 
victory and last Friday night 
it was defending league 
champion Melrose who shut 
down the Wildcats on their 
way to a 28-0 victory at Fred 
Green Field, dropping the 
Wildcats to 3-3 on the season 
and 2-2 in the Middlesex 
Freedom. 

For the second week in a 
row it was a slow start that 
doomed the Wildcats. While 
there was no fumble on the 
opening kickoff like last 
week against Wakefield, the 
damage was much more 
gradual, but equally as 
painful for Wilmington, as 
Melrose took the opening 
kickoff and drove 54 yards 
on ‘nine plays to take an 
early 7-0 lead on their way to 
a 21-0 halftime advantage. 

Melrose used a good mix of 
the run and pass on the 
drive before senior Jack 
Hickey scored on a six yard 


run with 7:37 left in the first 


quarter, making the score 7- 
0 when Michael Cusolito 
added fhe first of his four 
extra points on the night. 

Hickey would score his sec- 
ond touchdown of the game 
early in the second quarter, 
on the identical play as his 
first score, a sweep to the 
left where he walked into the 
end zone untouched, this 
time from ten yards out to 
make the score 14-0 with 8:49 
left-in the first half. 

“We had them a couple of

times third-and-long in both 
the first and second half and 
they would hit the big plays 
on us,” Wilmington coach 
Mike Barry said. “We would 
play pretty good defense and 
then we would have a hard 
time on third down. I don’t 
think we played badly on 
defense, but it was just some 
big plays that they beat us 
on.” 

Wilmington did put togeth- 
nice drive after 
Melrose’s second score, tak- 
ing over at their 47-yard line 
and going on a nine play 
drive down to the Melrose 21 
before they were stopped 
just short of a first down on 
a fourth-and-six. 

If the Wildcats had scored 
there, the entire game might 
have been a different story, 
but their failure to score, 
coupled with Melrose scor- 
ing on the ensuing posses- 
sion all but ended their 
hopes before the first half 
was over. 

The Red Raiders would 
make it 21-0 with 1:42 left in 
the half when quarterback 
Jake Karelas connected with 
Christian -Pizzotti for a 5- 
yard touchdown pass to send 
Wilmington to the half trail- 
ing by three touchdowns. 

Wilmington would put 
together their most impres- 
sive possession of the game 
on the opening possession of 
the second half, going on a 
17-play drive led by the run- 
ning of senior running backs 
Matthew Penney (12 rushes, 
55 yards) and Jomikeson 
Beray (15 rushes, 81 yards). 
The Wildcats marched from 
their 26-yard line all the way 
to the Red Raiders seven, 
exclusively on the ground, 
before the drive stalled. 

Melrose added their final 
score of the game on, anoth-

The surcharge is levied 
against the tax amount, not 
the value of the property. For 
example, a CPA surcharge of 1 
percent on a real property tax 
bill of $1,000 would be $10, or 1 
percent of $1,000, per year. 
Exempt from this surcharge 
will be the first $100,000 of the 
value of each taxable parcel 
of residential and commercial 
real property.

“Fury” is on one of the 
great war/action films, a 
hard look at the blood, guts 
and terror of combat. 

But writer/director 
David Ayer (“Training Day,” 
“End of Watch”) is aiming 
for’ more. He wants to show 
how’ combat dehumanizes 
the individuals who must do 
the dirty work. 

We are introduced to the 
five-man crew of Fury, a 
Sherman tank, on a German 
battlefield in the spring of 
1945, during the last gasps 
of the war. The tank com- 
mander, Sgt. Don 
“Wardaddy” Collier (Brad 
Pitt), makes short, silent 
work of a passing German 
officer (a knife in the eye- 
ball.does the trick). He then 
climbs back into the tank 
occupied by three living 
crewmen and the headless 
corpse of a fourth. 

Evereyone has seen war 
movies stocked with various 
American “types”: a Jew, a 
Hispanic, a black, a college

boy, a redneck. Audience 
members are meant to iden- 
tify with them. 

Try identifying with the 
soldiers who live in Fury. 
The mechanic Grady Travis 
(“Walking Dead’s” Jon 
Bernthal) seems more a 
Neanderthal than modern 
man. The gunner, Boyd 
“Bible” Swan (a nearly 
unrecognizable Shia 
LaBeouf), is intensely reli- 
gious — he abstains from 
drink and women but seems 
to find release in blowing 
Germans all to hell. The 
driver, Trini “Gordo” Garcia 
(Michael Pena), is a bit 
closer to normal. 

After years of fighting, 
whatever civilized veneer 
these guys had has been 
stripped away. No longer 
all-American boys, they are 
more of a renegade biker 
gang, killing prisoners and 
then retreating to their 
Sherman tank. 

These characters are 
borderline cartoonish. Only 
some terrific acting keeps 
“Fury” from spinning off

Into this drops an inno- 
cent, Norman Ellison 
(Logan , Lerman), a 
clerk/typist who is expected 
— without training — to 
drive a tank and mow down 
Germans. The kid must 
learn the hard way to shoot 
first if he and his crew 
mates are going to survive. 
The question is whether 
he’ll sacrifice his humanity 
along the way. 

In a long and very tense 
seene set in an apartment, 
two young German women

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Some local communities 
have voted on the CPA in the 
past. Stoneham residents 
rejected the CPA in April of 
last year. Winchester had a 
warrant article on the 2007 
Spring Town Meeting warrant 
asking residents to support a 
Community Preservation 
Committee pursuant to the 
town’s acceptance of the CPA. 
With the town not adopting 
the CPA, the CPC was reject- 
ed. 

Tewksbury, on the other 
hand, approved the CPA, as 
did Lexington, Belmont, 
Somerville and Cambridge. 
Tewksbury adopted the CPA in 
April 2006. Since then, the 
town has been able to use 
money for field improvements. 
Many communities along the 
south shore, Cape and islands 
have adopted the CPA. 

If Woburn adopts the CPA, 
it would get additional match- 
ing funds each October from 
the state Community 
Preservation Trust Fund. The 
fund’s revenues are derived 


from fees collected at the, 


Registry of Deeds, and from 
state budget surplus funds. . 

The city can spend the 
money on projects of its own 
choosing as long as the proj- 
ects fall under one of the 
allowable categories (preser- 
vation of open space and his- 
toric sites, creation of afford- 
able housing, development of 
outdoor recreational facili- 
ties). 

Communities that adopt 
the CPA must spend, or set 
aside, a certain share of the 
money for three core areas: 10 
percent for open space and 
recreation, 10 percent for his- 
toric resources and 10 percent 
for community housing. The 
remaining money may be 
spent or reserved for future 


‘projects in any of these three 


areas. 

CPA funds may never be 
directed to the general city 
fund; they may only be spent 
on the CPA core areas of open 
space, historic preservation, 
community housing, and out- 
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door recreation. 

Opponents of passage of 
the CPA view the surcharge as 
simply a another tax - on both 
residential and business prop- 
erty owners. Currently 
Woburn tax rate is $10.40 for 
residential property and $27.01 
for commercial property - the 
maximum shift allowed under 
state law. 

Opponents also say a busi- 
ness who rents in a commer- 
cial building will see their rent 
go up, which will translate 
into the price of their goods 
increasing on the consumer. 
They also say landlords on the 
residential side will be forced 
to hike rents in order to pay 
the one percent increase in 
taxes.
